TEA ROOT CARVINGS.

Fantastic Wooden Objects That Ave
Fashioaed In the Orient.

The fantastic wooden objects which
¢ome from the far east and are known
a8 tea root carvings have long been the
basis of a prosperous industty in the
populous eity of Fuchau. 8trietly
speaking, the name {s a misnomer.
Bome of the carvirgs are tmade from
old tea roots and tea trunks, but the
vast majority, nine:tenths at least, are
thade from the roots and trunks of
hardiwood trees.

The carvings are almost Invariably
made in two parts, n pedestal and one
or more humat figures fitted to the lat-
ter by pegs and holes. The former is

' made from a root and the latter from a

trunk, The roots are gelected with con-
siderable care. They must be compara-
tively free from dry rot, decay and
worm holes and must possess n rude
symmetry. They are clean~d, scrub-
bed and scraped and sawed to about
the desired size; then the artist with
chisel, gouge, knife and pinchers re-
thoves rootlets and roots until the fig-
ure is completed.

The simplest deslgn is a three legged
pedestal, of which the base is a rough
Any num-
ber of legs may be used. A curious
specithen meett by the writer in the
Grand liotel, Yokohama, has fifty legs,
while the body has been so treated as
to suggest a horny cetitiped. A second
type of pedestal Is the ryushroom. A
third type I an anima' T .m. such as
the butfalo, tiger, unicoru, elephant or
dragon,
